In denouncing international con­ 
trol over her waterways in Novem­ 
ber, Germany said foreign regula­ 
tion would not be recognized, but 
she did not then specifically state 
foreign warship., would bt1 barred 
from the canal unless special per­ 
mission was given.

The canal extends from Holtenau 
en the Baltic Sea to Brunsbuttel on 
the Elbe river, near the North Sec, 
Euilt between 1887 and 
1895 and 
widened to permit the passage of 
tile largest German battleships in

French Premier’s 


Bill to Halt Aid 


To Spain. 


Paris, Jan. 16 (AP).-—The cham­ 
ber of deputies voted unanimously 
Friday night—591 to 0— to give Pre­ 
mier Leon Blum power to halt the 
flow of volunteers from or through 
France to the Spanish civil war. 
Heeding the premier’s warning that 
the volunteer question had become 
one of “saving Europe from war,” 
the deputies responded overwhelm­ 
ingly to his appeal to show France’s 
"will for peace, good will and respect 
for international agreements.” 
The vote was on the government’s 
bill to punish French volunteers at 
the discretion of judges and to im­ 
pose fines of 10,000 francs (460) and 
prison sentences of six months or a 
year on persons involved in the en­ 
listment of volunteers. 
Six Months Fixed as Limit 
The bill fixed a time limit of six 
months, as it was hoped the Spanish 
conflict would be over within that 
time. 
Premier Blum promised its 
powers would not be involved unless 
other nations took like action. 
Tile premier was expected to ob­ 
tain the senate’s approval of the 
measure early next week to be ready 
for immediate mid effective action as 
soon as other powers agree on meas­ 
ures for controlling the volunteer 
tide. Little opposition was expected 
in the upper house. 


To Press Demands on Germany 
Before the vote Premier Blum told 
the chamber he needed the powers 
embodied in the bill as the only way 
to get “reciprocity” from Germany. 
Armed with such authority he would 
press demands that Germany and 
other interested nations impose sim ­ 
ilar bans. 
Tile socialist premier said France 
was willing to accept any kind of 
control on movement of men and 
arms into Spain approved by the 
international non-intervention com­ 
mittee on any part of French terri­ 
tory “without raising the question of 
our sovereignty.” 
During the debate the example of 
the Marquis de Lafayette* in the 
American Revolution was cited by a 
deputy to justify earlier enrollment 
of French volunteers with the Span­ 
ish socialist forces to fight for an 
ideal. 
The premier dealt with this 
point: 
“Both the Valencia (socialist) and 
Burgos 
(fascist) 
governments 
In 
Spain have made use of foreign vol­ 
unteers. 
In tile past that was pos­ 
sible—for Lafayette and for others. 
But now it is a question of saving 
Europe from war.”
